Ju-t  at  tliat  moiiieiit,  over  the  sum- 
mits of  the  giant  trees  w  liicb  fringed  the  river's 
bunk  and  stretehing  away  beyond  the  .seltle- 
iiirnl  into  a  dark,  I'ombn.':  persfiective,  came  the 
glory  ol  the  tiill-nrbcd  .May  moon,  as  the  peei- 
le.<s  tjueen  of  tie  night  went  sailing  away  into 
the  bounlc-.s  fields  of  blue,  saimnuded  by  her 
uitendaut  band-maid^,  the  >tiir<.

fronticrsmaD  of  the  southwest  is  familar  as  a 
household  word — who  stood,  then  in  the 
strength  of  his  full  manheoil,  upoa  the  floor 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  plead  his 
own  cause  among  men  wko  had  so  basely  slan- 
dered him. 

It  was  an  eloquent  speech  which  occupied 
hours  in  its  delivery  that  fell  from  his  lips  ; 
but,  80  sficll-bound  and  enchained  kis  audito- 
ry, that  none  felt  the  flight  of  time,  none  re- 
cognized aught  save  the  inspiration  of  the  man 
bcfure  them. 

And  it  was  a  triumph,  too, — a  triupk  over 
party  politicians — those  who  bad  brought  Lim 
there  and  sought  to  crush  him.  because  of  his 
ancompromisiBg,  stern  rectitude  of  character. 
It  was  a  triumph  over  the  enemies  who  had 
accused  him  of  the  very  charge  of  which  they 
themiielves  were  only  guilty — frjud  toward

And  thus  S  in  Houston,  the  son  of  a  wid- 
owed mother,  the  young  soldier,  the  Coloneh, 
(Rover)  «f  an  Indian  chiefs  adoption,  left  the 
capitol  in  triumph- and,  thon^h  pre.s.sed  to 
remain  with  his  kindred  amid  the  old  scenes 
of  bis  legal  victories  in  the  the  city  upon  the 
Tenncs.see  River,  though  offered  posts  ofhonor 
and  emulument  by  "old  Hickory"  himself, 
tht  ugh  proffered  the  redoubled  sympathy  ot 
his  old  friend  who  had  stood  by  him  in  his 
hours  of  grief  and  calumnj-,  and  though  the 
old  storm  had  passed  by  and  the  fine  edge  of 
his  sorrow  bad  become  blunted — yet,  he  again 
turned  calmly  and  deliberately  aw.iy  from  all, 
.Hud  went  back  to  his  sell-imposed  exile  oa  the 
Arkansas  among  the  Cherokecs. 

Not  lor  hini.se If  had  he  <ro»e  forth — not  to 
obtain  honor  or  profit  for  him  ;elf,  but  to  beu- 
etit  his  red  brother  to  whom  he  now  carried 
sureties  that  only  reliable  and  honest  men 
should  be  appointed  to  act  as  mediums  be- 
tween these  friendly  tribes  and  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Union. 

Establishing  himself  in  his  own  wigwam  on 
ike  edge  of  a  broad  and  beautiful  prairie  be- 
tween the  junctions  ot  the  Verdigris  and  (Jrand 
rivers,  he  brought  thither  his  rifle  and  ash 
bow  and  sheaf  of  arrows,  and  .so  built  his 
home  in  these  deep  forest  solitudes  wherein  he 
thought  to  live  and  die.  Fort  GibsoH— a  white 
.settlement,  was  at  a  little  distance  from  his  re- 
treat ;  and  the  friendly  Cherokecs  wei-e  near 
by.  He  was  near  as  he  desin/d  to  the  haunts 
of  civilization.     It  was  good  again  to  hj  bare

With  all  these  charms  of  mind  and   person,

But,  in  reality,  the  secret  of  all  this  perscn- 
tion,  was  the  deep-seated  ennity  and  maligai- 1 
tv  of  those  men  whose  disn  issal  he  had  suc- 
ceeded i.i  obtaining  by  the  President,  General 
Jackson,  from  their  pr  .fit  able  ptjsts  as  agents 
among  the  Indiana  tribes  in  conseqnen.-e  of 
their  unjust  dealings  which  he  had  exposed 
and  brought  to  ligtit. 

This  man  upon  the  floer  of  the  Rcprejenta- 
tive  Hall  we  have  seen  before,  when  he  land-

"As  Marshal  of  the  Di-trict  of  Colombia 
you  will  not  receive  into  custody  any  persons 
claimed  to  be  held  to  service  or  labor  within 
the  District  or  elsewhere,  and  ii«t  charged 
with  any  crime  or  misilemeanor,  unless  upon

African  is  most  tenderly  and  carefully  gnanl- 
ed,  even   to  the  nuUifi'-ation   of  State  enact- 
ments and  the  national  statutes.     Let  a  minor 
liecome  current  that  a  negro  has  been  depri- 
ved of  personal  liberty — either  in  this  District 
or   anywhere  else — and  there  are  dozens  of 
Republican  members  upon  this  floor  striving 
to  obtain  the  attention   of  the  House  while 
they  may  offer  rewlutioiis  inquiring  by  what 
law,  by  whom,  when,  and  where,  these  objects 
of  their  undivided  affections  may  have  been 
arre-bted.

Gen.  Stahl  was  on  the  lelt,  supported  by 
Gen.  Bohu;  Gen.  Milroy  in  the  centre,  sup- 
ported on  the  rieht  by  Gen.  Schenck  ;  and 
General  Slyneway  had  command  of  the  re- 
serve. 

Skirmishing  commenced  betvreeo  ten  and 
eleven  o'clock,  and  connonading  at  about  12. 
The  enemy  had  an  excellent  position,  and  di- 
rected their  fire  well,  but  few  men  were  killed 
on  our  aide  as  usually  fall  by  cannon. 

Our  forces  were  outnumbered  at  all  points, 
but  have  occupied  tbe  rebel  lines,  aud  forced 
them  to  retreat. 

Tne  loss  is  heavy  on  both  sides,  the  enemy 
sufiVring  especially  from  our  artillery.  The 
Garibaldi  Guards  lost  neaHy  200  ;  the  2.'Jth 
Ohio.  CO  ;  the  total  loss  is  estimated  from  600 
to  800.  in  killed,  wounded  and  mi&sing.  Capt 
Chase  Worth,  2oth  Ohio,  and  Sugeon  Cant- 
well,  62d  Ohio,  are  wounded  or  killed.

Tbe  army  left  Harrisonburg  at  6  o'clock,  a. 
M.,  and  this'  morning  my  advance  engaged  the 
rebels  about  seven  miles  from  that  place,  rear 
Union  Church.  The  enemy  was  very  advan- 
tageously situated  in  timber*  having  chssen 
his  own  position,  forming  a  smaller  circle  than 
our  own.  and  with  his  troops  formed  en  mawc. 
It  consisted  of  Jackson's  entire  force. 
The  battle  began  with  heavy  Bring  at  ele- 
ven o'clock  and  lasted  with  great  obstinacy 
and  violence  until  four  o'clock,  p.  m.  Some 
skirmishing  and  artillery  firing  continued  from 
that  time  until  dark. 

Our  troops  fought  occasionally  under  the 
murderous  tire  of  greatly  superior  numbers, 
the  hottest  of  the  fire  being  on  onr  left  wing 
which  was  held  by  Stmhl's  brigade,  consisting 
of  five  regiments. 

The  bayonet  and  canister  shot  were  used 
freely  and  with  great  effect  by  onr  men. 

Tne  loss  on  both  sides  is  very  great  Ours 
is  very  heavy  among  the  officers.  A  full  re- 
port of  those  who  distinguished  themselves

flanking  and  taking  our  butteries.  We  look 
ooif  jKh-ifion  Ob  the  riijht  flank,  and  laid  down 
behind  a  fence,  lo  leas  than  filteen  minntes 
we  eoald  see  the  enemy,  crawling  up  on  their 
band.-^  and  kiieew,  about  twenty-five  paces  from 
IIS.  Our  regiment  was  so  situated  that  only 
Vo'»  If,  F,  and  K  could  open  fire  on  them  at 
first  When  we  received  orders  lo  fire,  we 
could  see  the  enemy's  eyes.  We  ojjened  u 
most  terrific  fire  upon  them,  which  we  kept 
up  till  d.trk.

•Some  contrabands  came  into  camp  Ia.vt 
night  and  state  that  Gen.  Joe  Johnston  was 
wnandad  aiwl  lying  at  the  point  of  death,  in 
Richmond.  Our  loss  io  Saturday  and  Son- 
day's  fi;:bt  is  estimated  at  !)0<»0  killed,  woun- 
ded and  missing.  The  enemy  states  their  lo«< 
in  killed,  wounded  and  missing,  at  10.000,  and 
say  ours  is  20.000.  Richmond  is  dressed  in 
mouniing,  and  every  lady  is  dressed  in  black. 

The  enemy  foaght  bravely  at  the  distaiice 
of  about  sixty  yards,  but  they  could  not  stand 
the  bayonet  They  breke  and  ran  in  all  di- 
rections' from  the  sharp  points  of  our  glitter- 
ing steel.  We  have  been  looking  for  an  attack 
every  day  since  the  battle.  I  can  say  that 
none  of  us  are  ktingry  for  a  fight  ;  but  they 
are  welcome  to  make  an  attack  just  as  .«oon 
as  they  please.  We  are  ready  to  advance  as 
soon  as  little  Ueoi^  B.  Mac.  sees  fit  to  have 
ux,

Now  my  dear  friends  I  can  asfiure  yon,  and 
all  who  may  Kad  this  letter,  that  vou  canaot 
form  the  niont  remote  idea  of  the  horrible 
sight  a  battle  field  presents;  to  see  the  dead 
and  dying,  wounded  snd  mangled  soldiers. 
Some  with  an  arm  off  and  some  with  one  leg 
or  both  legs  shot  ofC  and  some  with  the  to)> 
of  their  head  shot  off.  To  hear  the  inoans 
aad  groans  of  the  mangled  and  dying  soldiers 
is  the  hardest  trial  I  have  ever  experienced. 

There  is  to  be  more  blood  spilt,  !•  lear,  in 
going  Ihe  six  and  m  half  mil&s  to  RirbinonH 
than  has  been  poured  out  io  any  battle  since 
the  rebellion  broke  vat.  The  prisoners  taken 
say  the  rebels  will  never  evacnata  Richmond. 

We  have  gone  through  with  an  awful  sight 
of  hardship  since  last  Saturday.  We  have 
not  had  off  our  equipments  or  shoes  since,  and 
have  had  hardly  time  enough  te  cook  and  eat 
The  Shakopee  boys  are  all  welL  I  saw  Steve 
and  Harrison  Ljr0ii»  last  lugbt;  they  are  well 
and  feel  tip  top."

view  of  occujiing  a  new  position.  The  result 
WIS  that  his  troops  met  with  a  most  deter- 
mined resistance  from  the  enemy,  which  lasted 
until  4'oclock  in  the  afternoon,  when  the  reb- 
els were  forced  to  give  way  before  the  invin- 
cible courage  of  our  men. 

During  the  day  everything  indicated  a  gen- 
eral engagement,  but  the  enemy  for  some 
cause  or  other  backed  out  of  it 

The  troops  all  fought  as  gallantly  as  ever. 

The  loss  ou  our  side  will  be  about  200 
killed  and  wounded. 

The   following  are  among  the  wounded — 

Colonel  .Morrison,  volunteer  aid  to  General 
Faliner,  wounded  in  hand. 

Theenemy's  lo.ss  is  uot  known,  but  is  believ- 
ed to  be  lully  equal  to  ours. 

The  camp  of  the  rebels  iu  front  of  of  Gen. 
Hooker,  was  cajitured,  uud  is  now  occupied  by 
his  troop.?. 

'i'he  ground  fought  for  was  a  swamp  with 
thick  underbrush,  beyond  which  is  au  open 
country. 

The  woods  intervening  between  our  troops 
and  the  enemy  prevented  the  result  of  our  ar- 
tillery tiring  from  being  known. 

Two  Napoleon  l'.i-puunders  under  Captain 
Dernsey,  succeeded  iu  getting  through  the 
swamp  duriug  the  forenoon,  aud  did  esccllent 
.service. 

An  effort  of  the  enemy  to  capture  it  result- 
ed in  their  being  driven  back  wiih  severe  loss.

utes.

Dear  Mac  : — For  a  long  time  you  have 
not  beeu  troubled  with  a  letter  from  yoar  reg- 
ular correspondent  from  the  First  Regiment. 

Since  the  evacuation  of  Yoiklown  and  our 
advance  thence  "  Ouwaid  to  Richuiond,"  our 
course  has  not  been  unmarked  with  many  in- 
cidents of  interest,  special  aud  general  ;  yet  an 
accouut  of  what  we,  as  a  rcgimunt,  have  c.\- 
pcrienced  v.'onld  be  only  a  rehcr.sal  of  the 
thousand-and-one  letters  which  have  found 
their  way  into  the  papers  throughout  the 
country.  And  then  again,  it  is  getting  to  be 
a  hard  matter  to  determine  a.s  to  what  is  con- 
traband and  what  is  not  These  and  other 
reasons,  to  you  well  known,  must  be  my  only 
e.\cu.se  or  apology  for  this  long  .silence. 

Another  great  battle  has  been  fought  and 
another  victory  won.  The  enemy  thought  to 
take  advantage  of  the  flood  and  cut  off  our 
little  army  then  across  the  Chickahcminy,  and 
only  for  the  energy, of  our  Generals  he  would 
have  succeeded.

F»r  cenunt  we  heat  to^rether  in  an  old  tin 
basin  or  iron  kettle,  one  pound  of  ro.-in,  and 
H  to  2  ounces  of  t.tUow.     Tiiis  may  be  mixed 
iu  q«  intitv.  and  melted  from  time  to  time  as 
wasted-     We   formerly  used   a  little  over  1 
oanc<  ef  tallow   to  one  pound  of   rasiu.    but 
furth«:r  experience  is  in  favor  of  softer  eemcul 
when  the  fruit  is  to  stand  in  a  cool  cellar.— 
Whil;  the  frnit  is  bcm;r  li«>ated  as  above  de- 
Bcnp«i!,  the   bottles  arc  well   warmed  by  .^t- 
lin^r  them  near  the  fire  and  frequently  turning 
Ihem ;  or  better,  by  setting  them  in  cold  wa- 
ter i«  a  wash-boiler  and  heating  to  the  boilintr 
point.  The  fruit  being  barely  scahkd  ihroui:!;^ 
It  is  dipp»d  hot  into  the  heated  bottles,  thro' 
a  funnel  if  the  bottle  neek.s   arc  .-mall.    'I'liis 
Is  done  carefuilv  fo  as  not  to  mash  the  fraiL 
The  riottles  are"  filled  up  to  where  the  bottom 
of  the  stopi>ers  will  conic;  they  are  then  jarred 
a  little  to  make  the  airhiibblos  rise,  and  more 
fruit  or  syrup  adileil  if  n-  eded.     The  tops  and 
neck  ^  are'  then  wijied   clean,   inside    and  out 
and  ibe  stoppers  put   in,  and  sunk   to  u  level 
with  the  t<ip.     The  cement  bcin-;  warmctl  iu 
tnc  mean  time,  a  little  is  dipjicd  on  over  the 
»>t4jp[>er  Ut  close   them  ti^htly.    Tne  bottles 
arc  tamed  necks  down  into  the  little  patty- 
pan.", or  .tancers,    and    a  quantity  of   cement 
dropped  in  to  completely  inclose  the  stoppers 
and  neek.s.     When  cold   the    bi.tlles  may  be 
set  (ithcr  sitle  up,  the  cooling  will  shrink  the 
contents  so  as  to  create  a  .strong  inward  pres- 
sure, but  the  patty-ptiis  prevent  the  stop[)er3 
fron.  bchig  pressed  iu,  and  the  cement  shuts 
out  kir. 

Tiic  whole  proce.-s  is  itimplc  and  quickly 
perf  irmed.  After  the  frnit  is  prepared,  two 
persans  will  hf>at  it,  and  put  up  .'iO  to  100 
bottles  ill  a  half  a  day.  Wc  prefer  f|oart  bot- 
tles as  these  furnish  enonirli  for  once  opening. 
if  < ork  sti.piieis  are  used,  they  are  rendered 
.wft  and  pliable,  and  may  be  crowded  into  a 
Mual  orifice,  by  first  soaking  thera  in  hot 
wati.-r.
